This penetrating observation was immortalized in 1910 by a 
pair of songwriters named Otto Harbach and Karl Hoschna, 
The title is a good maxim for the editors of a picture maga- 
zine because people in motion (ie., alive and kicking) are 
usually more interesting than those in repose.

The somber ordeal of Colonel Schwable, as 
sketched on these pages by Lire Artist William 
Sharp, began in a Spartan barracks room near 
Arlington National Cemetery. On the first aft- 
ernoon a solemn court watched a Communist 
propaganda film on germ warfare which ran on 
for 67 minutes.

FULL EMPLOYMENT MEANS FULL MOBILITY 


In Canada, where there is just as much worrying over rising 
unemployment as in the U.S., a delegation of farm-imple- 
ment workers came to see the acting prime minister, C. D. 
Howe. The industry was employing one-third fewer men than 
in 1952. What was the government going to do about it? 

Howe’s answer was in effect: nothing; it’s up to you. Re- 
viewing the abnormal expansion of the industry during and 
since the war, he pointed out that the farmers’ abnormal 
demand for new equipment has now been met. “Let’s not fool 
ourselyes that the government can put the industry back 
where it was in °5: [Some of its workers] should look 
for employment elsewhere. You've got to be prepared to 
move. . . . New plants are opening every day in Canada.” 

Port Townsend, Washington, on Puget Sound, has been 
all but turned into a ghost town by the recent deactivation of 
Fort Worden, a small Army post. Mrs. Jean Foster of there 
wrote a long letter to President Eisenhower about it. Ex- 
cerpt: “It tears our very hearts out to think that we may 
have to leave and seek work elsewhere. The salmon that we 
have caught in the waters of Puget Sound (we used to catch 
them, Mr. President. We had a small fishing boat, but it was 
the first of our possessions to go). * It was such a moving 
letter that the President sent agents to Port Townsend to 
see if there was anything the federal government could do. 

In Norwalk, Conn, a strike against the Hat Corporation of 
America is now in its seventh month. It started because the 
company wants to move more of its operations to Tennessee. 
A.F.of L. President George Meany calls the strike “a test 
issue on a national scale.” The union has even floated a bond 
issue to pay for it. Injunctions and appeals to principle are 
ing like brickbats, but the essence of it is that the hat 
workers want the industry to stay put. 

These incidents all illustrate a problem that may be the 
key to whether the present “recession” gets really serious or 
not. So far, the statistics uphold government's official view 
that we are in a not very serious inventory adjustment, oth- 
erwise known as a “recession de luxe.” By any measure, un- 
employment (see pp. 22-25) is aboutat the average of the past 
seven years; it is well below the postwar peak of 1949. The 
President said last week that if things don’t start getting bet- 
ter in March, more drastic action will be taken (such as lower 
taxes and a bigger deficit). But in counting on the federal 
government to maintain our economic stability, those who 


are threatened by unemployment should be careful not to 
count on more than that. 

The government cannot and should not try to underwrite 
any particular job, or the employment level in any particular 
city or industry. Its proper concern is with the economy as a 
whole rather than with its parts. When he confuses the two, 
even in the somewhat special case of Port Townsend, the 
President becomes a kind of Caliph Harun al-Rashid, dispens- 
ing random rescues and arbitrary blessings. To maintain pros- 
perity and progress, the government must be able to count 
on the initiative of the jobless, not the other way around. 
The central organ of our economic system is not the govern- 
ment but the free market. This organ requires a steady and 
repeated shifting of resources, including labor, from less to 
more productive work. Our whole economic history, and the 
wealth it has brought us, is a story of movement and change. 
If “economic stability” were ever to mean immobility of la- 
bor or capital, the American standard of living would be 
stopped in its tracks. 

During the past generation, labor and capital have moved 
around this country like a tide. New England has lost 220,000 
textile jobs since 1919, but added enough metalworking, in- 
surance and other jobs to more than offset them. Since 1939 
the Middle Atlantic states, which used to be the greatest single 
concentration of all manufacturing, have lost this distinction 
to the East-North-Central states; yet both regions have grown 
enormously richer in the process. Texas, the West Coast and 
the South have grown even faster. These differences have 
meant a vast internal migration, stimulated by uneven wages 
and job openings. Labor Department figures show that work- 
ers who move get notably higher incomes than workers who * 
stay put. 

Workers who have built up seniority, pension rights, home 
and community attachments don’t want to move; who can 
blame them? That is why cities with diversified industries, 
which make for what the experts call “local occupational con- 
vertibility,” are usually happier than one-industry towns. 
But if there were ever a clear distinction between national 
and local responsibility, this is it. We hope Mrs. Foster can 
figure out a way to stay in Port Townsend, but not at federal 
expense. We hope the Norwalk hatters’stay at work, but not 
to the detriment of the hat industry. When Mr. C. D. Howe 
said, “Keep moving,” he said a mouthful. 


WHAT WE GAINED AT BERLIN 
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The net results of the Berlin conference are two. First, it 
answered the question which has bothered and bewildered 
Western wishful thinkers: has Soviet foreign policy changed 
since the death of Stalin? The answer: a clear, frosty Nyet. 
Germany must remain divided and Austria occupied. Mo- 
lotov’s government is evidently controlled by, or at least 
thinks like, a bunch of old-fashioned generals of the real- 
estate minded type, who will not yield an inch of territory 
once it is in their grasp. 

But second, the conference also revealed that Will Rogers 
needs revision. It can no longer be said that “the U.S. never 
lost a war or won a conference,” or that democratic diplo- 
macy is always all thumbs. Although it gained nothing but in- 
formation, the West won this conference on points. Molotov 
was repeatedly caught off balance, both when the West was 


being firm (as in Dulles’ denunciation of Red China) and 
when it made concessions (as when, by accepting all of Rus- 
sia’s earlier demands on Austria, it forced Molotov to admit 
that the Red Army has no intention of leaving Vienna). 
Dulles showed great skill in holding Molotov to the agenda 
and also in such ways as letting Eden and Bidault make the 
case for U.S. participation in Europe’s defense. He was also 
lucky in his colleagues, particularly Bidault, whose perform- 
ance greatly increased French prestige. 

The conference did agree to discuss the Far East in Geneva, 
thus breaking the deadlock of Panmunjom. With Berlin be- 
hind it Western diplomacy should go to Geneva determined 
not to waste the blood spilled in Korea and Indochina. Its 
confidence and its unity have been fortified by proved com- 
petence around the green baize.

‘Wild’ senator tries to trip up Chief Justice; 


“Tye got to teach them something, I’m the senior senator from North 
Dakota, son. What would you do if you were senior senator from 
North Dakota?” These words were spoken last week by “Wild Bill” 
Langer, Republican from North Dakota and chairman of the Judiciary 
mmittee. What he was talking about was his stalling of the con- 
firmation of Chief Justice Earl Warren, which was seriously embar- 
rassing the G.O.P. administration. 

Warren was sworn into office in October, has presided over the 
Supreme Court ever since. His record was spotless and Senate con- 
firmation was assumed to be automatic. But Langer was disgruntled be- 
cause the Administration had not consulted him on patronage jobs for 
his state. So he set out to delay the vote on the Chief Justice. 

Pulling out all stops, Langer released a list of “charges” against 
Warren, made by anonymous accusers and admittedly unproved and 
ated, which ranged from calling him “a 100% perfect 
Marxist” to being “under the control of a notorious liquor lobby- 
ist.” Wild Bill’s wild charges unleashed a fury of protest. The other 
members of Langer’s subcommittee refused even to discuss the ac- 
cusations. Langer was clearly beaten. But it was too late to wipe out 
the memory of his petulant treatment of the nation’s chief jurist.

March, 1954 


The big news for housewives this month is 
BEEF. 


The number of beef cattle in farmers' 
feedlots is the second highest on record— 
topped only by last year's all-time high. 


March through June is the season when 
these heavier specially-fed cattle come to 
market in greatest numbers. (During the 
fall and early winter months there are more 
of the lighter, leaner economy grades of 
beef that come direct from the range.)

To back up his arguments on the priority of the Constance Missal, 
Otto Hupp marshaled a weighty array of technical evidence. He noted 
that certain letters (below) were more primitive and awkwardly de- 
igned in the Missal than in the Bible, which was completed by 1456. 
Large decorative capitals were painted by hand, while in later works 
they were printed. In contrast to Gutenberg’s Bible, the text of one 
page of the Missal fails to line up with that of the opposite page 
while the inking is so uneven that many corrections were ma 
erward by hand with pen and ink. Such evidence helped convince 
scholars that the Missal was an early trial-and-error work whose defects 
had been overcome by the time the first printer produced his Bible.

DISCOVERY IN A BOOKSHOP 
LAUNCHED WORLD DEBATE 


Until his revolutionary announcement about the Constance Missal, 
the world of historians and bibliophiles had never heard of Otto 
Hupp. Born in Diisseldorf in 1859, he had studied metal engraving at 
the academy there, later settled down in Munich. Working as a type 
designer, Hupp made careful studies of earlier typographic styles and 
collected old printed books. One of these, the Ci : 
picked up around 1880 in an old bookshop. 

Fifteen years later Hupp decided to trade the Missal for some other 
books which he thought more interesting. To better his bargaining 
powers, he scrutinized the Missal closely, finally came to his remark- 
able conclusion. No sooner had he published his findings than scholars 
everywhere leaped to the attack, each with different arguments to 
refute his thesis, Although Hupp went ahead and traded the Missal to 
a Munich bookdealer, he continued to defend and publicize his 
claims. In the course of the next decades, two more copies of the 
Missal turned up, each time reviving the debate and producing more 
evidence to sustain Hupp. Gradually Hupp’s thesis gained ground, 
his critics waned. In 1940, when a Gutenberg anniversary exhibit 
was held in Munich, the Missal was represented as the earliest printed 
book. Otto Hupp, then 81, had lived to see his judgment vindicated,

A WAY ‘TO DO 
THE BEST YOU CAN’ 


Saturated though it is with its own tradition, Hotchkiss is a relative 
youngster as U.S. secondary schools go. When the widow of the 
machine gun manufacturer, Benjamin Hotchkiss, established the 
school in 1891, places like Andover and Exeter already were 100 years 
old. There had been private grammar schools offering solely classical 
education from earliest colonial days. Historic Boston Latin, the Col- 
legiate School of New York and Roxbury Latin were all in operation by 
1645, modeled after the “public schools” of Mother England and 
establishing a precedent for other schools soon to spring up in New 
England, After the grammar schools came a new type of institution 
offering both practical as well as classical training. 

‘The first of these was the “Publick Academy in the City of Phila- 
delphia,” founded in 1751 by Benjamin Franklin who remarked, “It 
would be well if (the students) could be taught everything that is use- 
ful and everything that is ornamental. But art is long and their time 
is short. It is therefore proposed that they learn those things that are 
likely to be most useful and more ornamental.” By 1850 there were 
6,000 academies. But it was not until after the Civil War that private 
boarding schools, on which Hotchkiss was patterned, became essen- 
tially institutions for college preparatory work. Throughout much of 
their long existence, private schools have been under attack of one 
kind or another—and just as vigorously defended, 


The westward migration of the early 19th Century, and the fron- 
tiersman’s spirit of equality that grew with it, brought an ever widen- 
ing demand for public schools open to all youngsters. In the wake of 
demand came heated arguments over the value of the private 
school. Reformer-Publisher Orville Taylor, in 1837, thundered, “The 
spirit of private, select schools is a spirit directly opposed to the 
‘free, equal spirit of our Institutions.” His words are echoed in many 
quarters today where the private preparatory schools are viewed sus- 
piciously as a breeding ground for snobbery. Quite apart from this 
often-expressed criticism is the view of such thoughtful educators 
as James Bryant Conant, the former president of Harvard, who ob- 
viously feel that the private school is not always compatible with 
the democratic spirit. 

‘Two years ago at a meeting of the American Association of School 
Administrators, Mr. Conant heated up the argument anew when he 
declared, “If a family questions the ability of a high school to pre- 
pare a gifted boy adequately for university work, the family will have 
to balance these misgivings against the advantages to the boy of mix- 
ing with all sorts of people when he is young.” Later, to outraged 
private schoolmasters, he explained, “T ‘would eliminate no school 
but... I should not want to urge anyone to increase the number 
or scope of private schools if there were an opportunity to improve 
the public school serving the same locality.” 


ate schools like Hotchkiss, of course, can argue in turn that 
they want no government tax subsidy because, relying for support 
only on student charges, alumni gifts and occasional endowments, 
they can be free of political pressures. This freedom helps make pos- 
sible a superior educational program they claim as the main justifica- 
tion for their existence. 

Another advantage of the select private school, which they cite, is 
individual attention for each pupil (the average public high school 
teacher has 22 pupils, the average private prep school teacher only 
nine)—an arrangement designed to help, even force, a student to 
stretch his scholastic muscles to the limit. Still other “pros” are 
freedom to select teachers and pupils for a specific goal and free- 
dom to experiment both in teaching methods and subject material. 
At Hotchkiss, for example, this means that there are no formal aca- 
demic requirements for a master. He must, of course, be able to han- 
dle expertly his subjects, be equally at ease in classrooms and common 
rooms and be capable of adjusting with his family to the school life, 
On top of all this, good private schools regard themselves as a strong- 
hold of moral training and critical thinking. 

The view of most partisans of private schools has been concisely 
stated by Allan Heely, the headmaster of the Lawrenceville School 
in New Jersey: “The primary objective of education is the realiza- 
tion of individual capacities. The problem is not to do the best you 
can without differentiation. The problem is to do the best you can.”

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| Escaped to Speak 
for the Enslaved 


A distinguished Polish scholar tells how he fooled the Red bureaucracy, 


won a passport to freedom to break the enforced silence of his people 


N what now seems like the long-ago summer 

of 1949, I spent my vacation at a Baltic sea- 
side resort near Szczecin (Stettin). There I 
met a Czechoslovakian engineer who was va- 
cationing under an exchange agreement for 
citizens of the two new “People’s Republics.” 
We began conversing, guardedly at first, and 
soon became good though still rather reticent 
friends. We swam together every day for two 
weeks and finally, just before he had to return 
to Czechoslovakia, the engineer confided in me: 

"Tris a strange thing, is it not, my dear Mr. 
Professor? Here in Poland I see that all of you 
dream of escaping to the West through Czecho- 
slovakia. But the irony is that we in Czecho- 
slovakia dream of escaping through Poland to 
the Baltic Sea.” 

I must admit that at the time, despite my 
lifelong regard for the Czechoslovakian people, 
I was a little contemptuous of their country. 
Given their geographical advantages, believed, 
the Poles sould ae have submitted to Rus- 
sian domination. So my first reaction was to 
say, “But, Mr, Engineer, you Czechs have a 
common frontier with the American Occupa- 
tion Zone. I hardly understand. . 

‘The engineer laughed bitterly. ‘You should 
see the frontier. There is a strip 12 miles deep, 
barren of all population except only the most 
trusted Communists. One chain of armed 
guards stretches along the border, Another 
chain is thrown across the 12-mile mark. I 
know for a fact that there are at least 300,000 
guards—some of them in civilian dress, but all 
of them armed.” 

I thought he must be exaggerating, and said 
so. 

“Not at all,” he said. “Believe me, Mr. Pro- 
fessor, if there were any fewer guards half our 
population would flee to the West.” 

ere had been a time when the Iron Curtain 
was less tightly drawn; in the first years after 
the war a great many Poles escaped through 
Czechoslovakia, often with the secret help of 
Czech authorities. But ever since the famous 
escape of a group of anti-Soviet deputies in 
1947, the Communists have tightly sealed this 
route. Any Pole who tries to flee through Czech- 
oslovakia is picked up there by the Communist 
police. Or if he reaches the frontier to the West, 
he runs into the defense-in-depth that the 
Czech engineer described to me—with, I am 
now convinced, perfect accuracy. 

The Curtain is drawn tight. Indeed it is in- 
accurate to speak of the Iron Curtain in the

singular. There are numerous Iron Curtains— 
as many as there are satellites. Such things as 
the exchange vacations which enabled me to 
talk to the Czech engineer have long since been 
abandoned. Today the enslaved peoples are not 
allowed to communicate with one another. It is 
as difficult for a Pole to get into Czechoslovakia 
as into the West. There is no communication 
whatever, except what is officially organized by 
the Russians, wen the satellites and Rus- 
sia or among the satellites themselves. 

The Iron Curtain countries today are prisons 
which only the guards may leave. Very few of 
the inmates now have any hope of escape. My 
own hopes had been rebuffed on several oc- 
casions. In 1947 the Polish branch of the In- 
ternational Law Association named me as del- 
egate to a convention in Prague. Passport re- 
fused. In 1948 the Polish Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs asked me to deliver a paper at 
The Hague at a UNESCO meeting. Patgpott 
refused—although I was permitted to send my 
paper to be read. Later that year I was invited 
for a visit by a group of learned societies in 
Czechoslovakia. Passport refused. In 1949 the 
Polish Institute of International Affairs named 
me as its representative to a UNESCO con- 
ference in Paris. Passport refused—this time 
at the last moment. 


Opportunity at last 


HEN the opportunity to go to America ar- 
rived last summer, therefore, I was at first 
unable to appreciate my rare good fortune. 
Foreign Minister Skrzeszewski called me to his 
office in Warsaw; we talked for nearly an 
hour. The situation was this: Poland was to be 
honored by the U.N. by having the rotating 
chairmanship of the Sixth (Legal) Committee 
of the General Assembly at the session starting 
Sept. 15 in New York. Would I, as an expert 
on international law, join the Polish delegation? 
Obviously the Communists wanted to make 
an impression at the U.N.—and there was no 
Polish Communist lawyer competent to serve. 
I did not have to tell Minister Skrzeszewski 
that I was not a Communist. He anticipated 
this comment. “I know,” he said, “that you 
are an impartial professor, belonging to’ no 
party. However, from my information I con- 
sider you a progressive man. Furthermore your 
job will concern only legal matters, no pol 
matters whatever.”

I said, “You know, Mr. Minister, [ have 
never had the opportunity to learn the at- 
mosphere of the U.N. I have never even been 
in the U.S. It will perhaps be too difficult for 
me to carry out the duties.” He looked at a dos- 
sier he had on his desk and replied, “Before 
the war you were twice a member of the Polish 
delegation to the League of Nations. That is 
ample background for this assignment.” 

hen I still hesitated he began to speak 
glowingly of the advantages of the appointment. 
During the three-odd months [I would be in 
New York, I would get $21 a day and a free 
hotel room, Meals would cost no more than $7 
or $8 a day, Thus, for each of three months, I 
would have around $400 left to buy any Ameri- 
can goods that I liked. It was a very unusual 
opportunity—and moreover a great honor. I 
should be proud that the Polish People’s Re- 
public had selected me for such an important 
assignment. As he went on talking I realized 
that continued refusal would be taken as an 
act of disloyalty. Finally I said, “All right, 
Mr. Minister, I cannot make you any prom- 
ises—but I shall do my best.” We shook hands 
and I departed.

I 
could not help noticing the difference between the introduction 
that the foreign minister gave to them and the one he gave me. For 
Juliusz Katz-Suchy, head of the delegation, the foreign minister 
had almost absurd praise. Mr. Katz. chy was a veritable walking 
encyclopedia, a man of infinite knowledge about the affairs and 
workings of the U.N., a scholar such as that international organi 
tion has seldom seen. Moreover he was so kind and gentle, so hu- 
man, so lovable and loving that the lowliest Negro employe of the 
U.N. laughed with sheer joy when Mr. Katz-Suchy entered a room. 
The praise for the others was nearly as florid—until the introduc- 
tion got down to me. That was a restrained anticlimax. 

When the meeting broke up around 11 p.m., the foreign minis- 
ter shook my hand in farewell. * “And where do you plan to leave 
your family?” he asked. “In Cracow or in Katowice? 

My heart fell. I felt that all my hopes were toppling. There was 
nothing to do but tell the truth. Without showing my fear I said, 
"But, Mr. Minister, | am a bachelor. I have no family.” 

Minister Skrzeszewski turned visibly pale. He cast a look of utter 
disbelief at a high official of the ministry nearby. I went back to the 
hotel, convinced that all was lost, and looked in my suitcase. The 
papers were in completely different order. Despite my gloom I had 
to smile at the prec bility—and lack of —of the secret 
police. They could easily have put the papers back as they were. 


Axiom of the hostage 


O one leaves the Iron Curtain without his family staying be- 
hind as hostage. This 1 axiom I had never seen violated; 
I did not expect it to be iolated for me. But the hours went on and 
nothing happened. Our 2:30 p.m. traintime approached. Still noth- 
ing happened. Fatalistically, I went to the railroad station. Minister 
Skrzeszewski was there to bid us goodby. He shook my hand as he 
did all the others—though more abruptly I thought—and I stepped 
into the train. It began to move toward Paris and I was on my way 
to freedom. I will probably never know exactly why they let me go; 
I can only guess that they preferred to take their chances with me 
rather than admit their mistake at such a late hour. In the light of 
what has happened since, the error is not likely to be repeated. 
On the train I received a liberal education in the intellectual 
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poverty of the Communist party in Poland, which explained why 
it had been forced to turn to an outsider like me. My traveling 
companion in a drawing room for two was a man named Lobodycz, 
director of the foreign ministry’s West European division. De- 
spite his law degree, Mr. Lobodycz knew less about world events 
and international relations than my stupidest student. He had e 
dently not read a book since college. His whole intellectual equip- 
ment was derived from Communist newspapers and indoctrination 
lectures. He kept parroting phrases like "American imperialism,” 
“the workers’ democracy,” “representative of the broadest work-

It is strange how one’s deepest crises have comic aspects. We 
arrived in Paris at 8 a.m, and had a full day and night to spend 
before our departure for America on the Liberté.

My desires became hopelessly mixed. Part of me wanted freedom 
above all else and urged desperately that I leave the embassy at 
once. Another part was more conscientious. As much as I love 
France, I knew that its political situation was highly unstable. Its 
government was splintered into a dozen factions and the Commu- 
nist party had great strength. I should doubtless be safe in France; 
the government would grant me asylum. But what could I hope to 
accomplish for Poland under such tenuous auspices? 

As I sat there debating, I was in the most serious mood of a life- 
time that has usually been concerned with serious matters. Yet— 
and here is the comic part—that sack of bananas sitting on the 
dresser attracted my eye. I ate a banana as I meditated. And then 
another. The pros and the cons raced through my mind. The bright 
afternoon kept luring me; my love for Poland kept holding me 
back. After two full hours of brooding, I abandoned all thought of 
leaving my companions until we had reached the U.S., the foun- 
tainhead of the crusade for freedom. 

My watch said 3:50 p.m. It was time to put back on my face the 
mask of the docile delegate and accompany my Communist col- 
leagues on their trip to Versailles. I stood up, relieved that the 
mental struggle was over. And then I noticed that all the bananas 
were gone: I had eaten the whole dozen.

But lest this be 
construed as anything but a sort of doing in Rome as the Romans 
do, now that we were surrounded by the injustice of capitalism, 
our leader, Mr. Katz-Suchy, insisted that the delegates pay a dail 
sit to their less elegantly housed colleagues in second class. To 
his surprise, and doubtless horror, | never accompanied him. 

Mr. Katz-Suchy turned out to be a difficult traveling compan- 
ion. He arranged our seating in the dining room and invited a 
member of the Russian U.N. delegation, which was also on the 
Liberté, to be the sixth at our table. For three meals a day for five 
days, Mr. Katz-Suchy dominated the conversation in a way that no 
one who sat anywhere near him will soon forget. 

Mr. Katz-Suchy is one of the top Communists in Poland and 
certainly one of the most violent. ‘The Communists have now ele- 
vated him to the chairmanship of the Sixth (Legal) Committee of 
the United Nations, a high honor indeed for a man who had only 
one year of law school. He is a man held in great esteem, especially 
his own, and he likes to make his presence known wherever he 
goes. In the Liberté dining room he apparently wanted to make it 
eminently clear, to the high Communists aboard as well as to the 
capitalist passengers, that he considered Polish Communist fare 
much better than the effete French diet—which the rest of us 
were wolfing with undisguised delight. With great bull-like roars 
he summoned the waiters. The soup was tasteless; take it away 
This entree was completely inedible; when in the name of heaven 
would they bring him something he could eat? The poor waiters 
were nearly frantic. The rest of us tried to ignore the stares of 
other diners. Even our Russian companion, who was gentle and 
soft spoken, visibly blushed. 

When he was not complaining, Mr. Katz-Suchy lectured us on 
Communist theory and his own opinions of world events. His lec- 
tures are earsplittingly loud and alnined completely ungrammatical 
(he learned his Polish in the slums). When he switches to French 
or German, with which he imagines he has some acquaintance, the 
results are worse. But he more than makes up in vehemence what 
he lacks in grammar, and he is a formidable foe in any debate. His 
argument about the U.N. debate on Tunisia was so absurd that my 
lawyer's instincts were aroused and I found myself uttering a pro- 
test before I realized it. Mr. Katz-Suchy got red in the face and 
pounded the table. Finally he said threateningly, “We will con- 
tinue this discussion back in Poland.” 

After that he always seemed to have a chip on his shoulder. One 
morning at breakfast he asked me, “Mr. Professor, did I see you 
talking last night to a young American woman in slacks?” 

This would have been a severe breach of discipline. Mr. Katz- 
Suchy was testing me, perhaps hoping to fluster me into some 
damaging admission. 

“Mr. Katz-Suchy,” I asked politely, “did you sleep well last 
night?” 

Certainly, certainly,” he shouted. “Why?”

In Poland everybody knew 


'APERS have told how I walked out on the Polish dele- 

zation in New York by going quietly down a fire stairway at 

the Hotel Chatham. Soon after, I made my first broadcast to Poland 

over Radio Free Europe. On the very same day an air-mail letter 

was sent off to me by my former students. Either the letter escaped 

the Communists’ “spot check” or else a secretly anti-Communist 

postal censor passed it. I got it only a few days later. The letter 

said that everybody in Poland knew about and was thrilled by my 
escape and my radio talk. 

This was no surprise to me. I knew that despite the censorship 
and distortion imposed on Poland’s press and radio, the country 
still gets the news, either from the same Radio Free Europe— 
which is privately supported by Americans through the Crusade 
for Freedom—or through the Voice of America or the British 
Broadcasting Company, all of which beam to East Europe broad- 
casts in Polish and the languages of the other captive nations. All 
of them have far greater influence behind the Iron Curtain than 
most Americans seem to realize. 

They reach almost everybody for the simple reason that the cen- 
sorship on news within Poland creates a great curtain of silence. 
One expects Communist newspapers to be mostly vehicles for 
Communist propaganda. But often they also simply ignore news 
events, possibly on the theory that nothing maplceeant is supposed 
to happen in the perfect Communist world.-Last May two trains 
collided between Katowice and Cracow and some 50 people were 
killed, but this was not printed. Nothing was published last year 
when a streetcar went off the rails and fell into a lake at Wirek, 
killing 35 and injuring 30 others. Fires are never mentioned, not 
even the tremendous one last June at Zakopane when one of the 
higgest hospitals burned. Such news, of course, cannot really be 
suppressed. In the case of the hospital, firemen were summoned 
from 100 different communities, even from Cracow 65 miles away. 
Thousands of people either saw the fire or knew about it. The news 
was bound to spread immediately. The only result of the silence 
is to discredit the newspapers without accomplishing anything, 80 
far as I can see, for the Communist cause. But the Western broad- 
casts pierce this censorship curtain. 

There are a great many radio sets in Poland. Many of them, 
ironically enough, came into the country as a result of a trade deal 
the Communists arranged in 1946 and 1947 with Sweden and East 
Germany. Many of the radios are tuned every day to the broadcasts 
from the West. Immediately after the Polish MiG Pilot Jarecki es- 
caped, hundreds of thousands of Poles heard about it by radio. 

Tt is against the law for two or more people to “conspire” to lis- 
ten to a foreign broadcast together, but as yet the Communists 
have not seen fit to outlaw listening by an individual. In any case,

a radio can be turned down low or listened to through earphones 
and even the most avid secret policeman, peering through a win- 
dow or listening at a door, cannot be sure what is going on. So the 
Poles do listen and rely more and more on the Western radio for 
the truth. The news passes quickly over a sort of national grape- 
vine, which also picks up local gossip and national news suppressed 
by the Polish press. 

In public places like restaurants the people are very careful 
about what they say. One always feels that the secret police are 
listening. But even in a somewhat more secluded place, like a 
train compartment with six or eight passengers sitting together, 
the conversation tends to be frankly anti- ‘Communist. | ma ade hun- 
dreds of short train trips in Poland in recent years. In almost 
every case my traveling companions talked quite openly. One has 
the feeling that his companions of the moment will never see him 
again, and that even a rabid Communist among them would never 
learn ‘his identity. So the news spreads even on trains among per- 
fect strangers. Ii spreads even more rapidly by virtue of the warm 
family ties and friendships in Poland. Every Pole has a score or 
more of relatives and friends whom he 
can trust implicitly, and each of these 
friends has other friends, so that news 
travels fast. 

The Communists’ “secret” new war 
plants, their production problems or 
triumphs, their exports to Russia and 
their dumping of goods in the West— 
none of these things stays secret long. 
The Communists need engineers and 
many other professional people, so that 
one need not necessarily be a Commu- 
nist to have access to a lot of official 
information. Moreover the Communists 
themselves are not quite the paragons 
of efficiency and discipline that our §KRZESZEWSKI, foreign 
imaginations sometimes picture. They mi 
too are human—and often indiscreet. appointment of Korowicz.

NEW CAREER for Korowicz began last week. He joined faculty of Fletcher 
School of Law and Diplomacy at Medford, Mass. Above he chats with students. 
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among the Communists in Moscow. A few months later, as we 
know, it was Beria who was arrested, but this did not alter the fact 
that my young Communist acquaintance had correctly informed 
me that there was rivalry in the Kremlin. Only his prediction of 
the outcome was wrong. 

Yet, while it is true that people find out what is going on, it is 
also true that the Communists’ own propaganda often succeeds in 
giving people a distorted view. Propaganda, however absurd, finally 
has an effect on any listener, however alert and skeptical he may 
be. My own case is a perfect example. 

As a college professor schooled in the logic of the law and with 
a firm conviction that the Communists lie from morning till night, 
T had nevertheless succumbed to a certain extent to the Commu- 
nist propaganda line. I really believed many unemployed Ameri- 
cans were starving. I worried how I would manage to eat in this 
strange and economically unstable country. I was also uneasy about 
my reception as a foreigner; I had accepted some of the Russian 
fiction abet the snobbishness of America and i contempt for the 
underdog. I thought that I was leaving the security of prison for 
serious hazards and risks; in my escape I was seeking not comfort 
but freedom and an opportunity to aid Poland. I expected difficul- 
ties and discomfort. 

This was my frame of mind when I walked out of the Chatham. 
What I found outside, of course, was entirely different. American 
prosperity, to the eyes of a stranger from behind the Iron Curtain, 
is beyond belief. And not even any free European, much less any- 
one from the Communist world, has ever seen such complete 
democracy—such free give-and-take between the workman and 
his boss. 

‘As an example of what a free society can accomplish, America 
is indeed inspiring. It raises my hope for the future of the world 
immeasurably. But I often wonder if the Russian game is fully un- 
derstood in the Free World. I hear among my new friends the be- 
lief that time is working for the democracies. I myself fear that 
time works for Russia. If I can accomplish one thing as a political 
refugee, I hope that it is to show the Free World the true shape of 
the Communist threat as it reveals itself on the other side of the 
Tron Curtain.
